personnel in San Bernardino 
county, has provided some fig- 
lures on this subject concerning 
ithe situation in this co unty. 
From 1948 to 1954, the popula- 
ition increase was 40 per cent, 
iyet the number of county em- 
iployes in this six year period has 
igone up only 28 per cent. In 
‘other words, there were four 
‘county employes for each 1,000 
(population in 1948 and today the 
ratio is 3.7 employes for each 
1,000 population. 

Mr. Wyland also notes that in 
six other counties, the average 
opulation gain was 41 per cent 
while the average number of 
employes in those counties in- 
creased 65 per cent. 
| At least, in this county the 
rend is in the direction prefer- 
red by most taxpayers.
